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Eclipses  for  the  Year  1890. 

In  the  year  1890  there  will  be  three  eclipses ;  two  of  the 
Sun  and  one  of  the  Moon,  and  a  Lunar  Appulse. 

The  Lunar  Appulse  occurs  June  3d,  at  12:41  a.  m.  The 
nearness  of  the  approach  and  the  uncertainty  as  to  the 
effect  of  the  Earth’s  atmosphere,  render  it  doubtful 
whether  the  Moon  will  enter  the  shadow  of  the  Earth  or 
not. 

The  first  is  an  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  June  17th, 
at  12:17  a.  m.,  therefore  invisible.  Visible  in  Asia, 
Europe,  Africa  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

The  second  is  a  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  Novem¬ 
ber  20th,  at  7:56  a.  m.  Invisible  here,  Visible  generally 
in  Asia,  East  Indias  and  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

The  third  is  a  Central  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  December 
Uth,  at  6:50  p.  m.  Visible  in  Australia,  Indian  Ocean 
and  the  South  Pole.

Mars  is  called  the  governing  planet  in  1890.  Jupiter  is 
in  conjunction  with  the  sun  Jan.  10,  and  cannot  be  seen. 
Venus  is  in  superior  conjunction  with  the  sun  Feb.  18, 
and  changes  from  morning  to  evening  star.  Saturn  is  in 
opposition  with  the  sun  Feb.  18,  and  shines  all  night. 
Mars  is  in  opposition  with  the  sun  May  27,  and  shines  all 
night.  Jupiter  is  in  opposition  with  the  sun  July  30,  and 
shines  all  night.  Saturn  is  in  conjunction  with  the  sun 
Aug.  30,  and  cannot  be  seen.  Venus  is  in  inferior  con¬ 
junction  with  the  sun  Dec.  3,  and  changes  from  evening 
to  morning  star.
